Jones describes 
the coating of silicon monoxide over the emitter tip and the external coating of Doan is of low work function material selected from 
cermet, cesium, rubidium, barium. The emitter of Jones and Doan thus has an external coating of low work function material and oxide 
coating underneath as claimed.. 
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
